CURIOUS 
FACTS 
ABOUT 
FISH ES. 


A SPR IN G POET. 


Much interest is now being taken by 
scientists in regard to the habits, instincts 
and emotions of fishes. 
Naturalists have 
generally accepted Cuvier's view, that the 
existence of fish is a silent, emotionless 
and joyless one ; hut recent observations 
tend to show that many fishes emit vocal 
sounds, and that they aro susceptible of 
Bpecial emtions, particularly such as have 
regard for their young, attachm ent among 
the sexes and for locality. 
Among mono­ 
gamous fishes there is ofteu seen decided 
evidence of watchfulness over their young, 
in which the males not infrequently act an 
important 
part. 
Among nest-building 
fishes the male often prepares the nest. 
Among some who do not build the nest the 
eggs aro carried about in the check hol­ 
lows 
of 
the male. 
Cases have been 
noticed where male fishes have remained 
in the same spot in the river from which 
the female had been taken. A case is noted 
where, after a pair had been separated, 
both appeared miserable and seemed nigh 
unto death, but on being united again, both 
became happy. 
In fish battles it is some­ 
times noticed that the conqueror assumes 
brilliant hues, while the defeated one 
sneak» off with faded colors, the charge 
evidently having been brought about by 
emotional feelings. 
There are 
certain 
classes of fish th at arc capable of a kind of 
organization cr acting in concert or com­ 
mon defense to attack a common enemy. 
The remarkable success which ha» of late 
attended the breeding of fish has shown 
that as a m atter of economy an acre of 
good water is worth more to a farmer than 
the area of the best arable land. 
The sub­ 
ject, in all it is hearings, is one that de­ 
serves even more attention than it has 
hitherto received.—[Exchange.

for this vice, and th a t soouer or later asylums for 
the slaves of the pipe m ust be provided.

T O E TARIFF COMMISSION BILL 


I t is reported th a t th e President finds 
him self m uch em barrassed in m aking the 
appointm ent of Commissioners under the 
Tariff Commission bill, and it is added th at 
in all probability he will select a m ajority 
of protectionists. 
I t is very unlikely th at 
auy appointm ents to be made by the P resi­ 
dent will m aterially alter the prospects of 
the new scheme. 
I t was alm ost a fore­ 
gone conclusion th a t he would appoint a 
m ajority of protectionists, inasmuch as the 
project for a commission has been from the 
first essen tially a protectionist project, and 


inasm uch as he him self is not supposed to 
hold any convictions on tho subject. 
The 
real purpose of the m easure is thoroughly 
understood. 
I t is a device by wrhich the 
protectionists have secured a postponem ent j 


of tariff revision, and by which Congress 
has made a confession of incapacity to per­ 
form some of the .duties for which it is 
organized. 
No good is to be expected from 
the Commission. 
The solo practical result 
will probably be delay in the reform which 
is being dem anded more and more posi­ 
tively by the people. 
The protectionists 
have obtained a reprieve by passing the 
new bill, and the politicians think that 
they have contrived to Etave off remedial 
action and at the same tim e eatisfy public 
sentim ent. 
In this conclusion we think 
they are m istaken. 
The Republican party 
has p u t itself in a bad position by ite 
course in the premises, and unless the 
Democrats once more exhibit th a t curious 
incapacity to take advantage of th eir oppo­ 
nents’ blunders which has served the latter 
to often daring the past ten years, the 
political outcome m ay be serious. 
The Republican party cannot rid itself 
of its responsibility for the existence of 
the tariff. 
The latter was distinctly a Re­ 
publican measure. 
N or can it venture to 
assert th a t the tim e has not y et come for 
tariff revision and redaction. 
The warm est 
friends of protection have been compelled 
to acknowledge th a t the tariff needed re­ 
vision, and it is, moreover, so oppressive 
and .mischievous in m any of its effects 
th a t it would be difficult to nam e an issue 
which could bo made more dam aging in a 
cam paign. 
Now since the necessity of re­ 
vision is undisputed, and since the w crst 
evils of the tarifi are so glaring and plain 
as scarcely to require exam ination, and 
since the surplus revenue is a t present so 
gTeat th a t $100,000,000 could be lopped off 
w ith em inent benefit to the people, it is 
certain th a t the Republican pretense of the 
need for a protracted investigation before 
doing anything tow ards tariff reduction, 
will not satisfy tho public. 
The fact is 
th a t there was no necessity for a Tariff 
Commission. 
The w ork to be done was 
work which Congress could and ought to 
have undertaken itself. 
The resort to out­ 
side assistance is a confession of incompe­ 
tence on the p art of legislators w hich the 
people will uot be slow to m ark. 
H ere is 
a p arty whose representatives never hesi­ 
tated at imposing the most crushing bur­ 
dens upon the taxpayers of the country, 
yet which is by its own acknowledgm ent 
incom petent to take tho first step tow ard 
reducing these burdens. 
If Congressmen could so confidently 
frame a tariff covering over three thousand 
articles, how is it th a t they are too ignor­ 
ant of the w ants of commerce to revise 
it ? 
This is a question which the R epub­ 
lican Congressmen w ill find very hard to 
answer, y et which the people are certain to 
ask w ith increasing em phasis. 
If the 
Democrats had not already shown th a t 
they have not the courage of their con­ 
victions ; if they were not become a mere 
party of 
tim e-server?, 
w aiting 
upon 
expediency, and afraid to take any clearly- 
defined position 
lest they should lose 
votes ; they w ould fiad in this Republican 
blunder the largest opportunity th a t has 
occurred since the close of the rebellion, 
and they m ight by judicious m anagem ent 
drive th eir opponents to the w all upon it. 
W hat will injure the R epublicans most 
in this connection is the suspicion th at 
they have m ade a 
com pact w ith the 
protectionist interests which are reaping the 
greatest advantages from the continuance 
of the tariff, and th a t in so doing they 
have sacrificed the people. 
A nd it m ust 
be adm itted th a t there is ground for just 
th a t 
suspicion, 
for the urgent need of 
revision 
is not any longer denied even 
hy the organs of the protectionists, and 
therefore there was no possible justification 
for the course which has been followed. 
The free trad e elem ent of course under­ 
stands th a t it has been com pletely throw n 
over, and it will not for a m om ent be 
deceived by the thin pretense of a serious 
investigation. 
I t kuows th a t if Congress 
had really desired to reform the tariff it 
could have done so w ithout any Com­ 
mission, b u t 
th a t 
the 
Commission is 
neither more nor less than a device for 
preventing action. 
W e now learn th a t the Commission is 
to be a packed one. 
T hat should surprise 
no one, however, for anything else than a 
packed 
Commission 
would 
not 
have 
suited the men who arranged th e job. 
B ut the stu p idity of the whole affair is re­ 
m arkable, for there is really no conceal­ 
m ent about it, aud y et the Republicans 
seem to think th a t it will serve th eir pur­ 
pose. 
The W est already realizes the 
hypocrisy of th e policy, and resents it, 
and as tim e goes by, aud the fact becomes 
clearer th a t evasion was the only object 
sought, this sentim ent will grow stronger. 
Of late the Protectionists have tried to com­ 
fort them selves w ith the idea th a t the 
South is coming over to th eir views, but 
they have failed to see th a t the W est is 
rapidly leaving them , and it is th e W est, 
not the South, 
which will control the 
N ational policy in tho future. 
The evils 
and wrongs of the tariff arc a t last becom­ 
ing fam iliar to the masses beyond the 
M ississippi, 
and th e facts and 
figures 
which are now being dissem inated among 
them by the Free T rade League and kin­ 
dred organizations are not of a character to 
be m et by the usual kind of party platform 
“ taffy.” 
This is the great issue of the im ­ 
m ediate future, and the party th a t has not 
the sagacity aud the patriotism to m eet it 
frankly and definitely w ill lose the confi­ 
dence of the American people. 
The R e­ 
publican party has made a bad beginning 
in com m itting itself 
to 
this 
insincere 
Tariff Commission scheme, and this its 
leaders w ill discover to th eir cost before 
long.

W hat is the average citizen to think 
when he is told th at M cGarrahan fully ex­ 
pects to obtain more than atw o-thirdB vote 
from the House in favor of the paym ent of 
his claim ? 
W hat can be thought by those 
who are aware th a t the M cG airahan claim 
is probably the most im pudent, lawless, 
corrupt, audacious attem pt at public rob­ 
bery th a t has ever been projected in this 
or aDy other country ? 
This m uch is per­ 
fectly certain regarding it : th at no honest 
man, having exam ined it, could possibly 
vote for it. 
N or is there any room for 
doubt as to its character, for it has been 
through all the Courts, through half a 
dozen Congresses, and has in every in­ 
stance been rejected w ith the indignant 
emphasis which righteous tribunals prop­ 
erly employ in speaking of u tterly fraudu­ 
lent claims.

M eantim e th e assassin, 
ating organization is understood to have 
threatened more m urders of prom inent 
men, and nobody w ould be m uch surprised 
if further attem pts of the kind were to be 
made. 
T he purpose is to p u t a complete 
stop to all m oderate 
and 
pacificatory 
m easures, and if blood enough is shed this 
program m e may succeed.

Oakes stakes. 
The steamer Sarmatian reports at London 
she towed the steamer Catalonia 24 miles, 
and then, having taken off her mails and 122 
passengers, left her in longitude 42, making 8 
knots an hour under steam. ' 
Mr. Teller’s course relating to the Indians 
is meeting with general approval at Washing 
ton, and it is believed th at life in the Indian 
country will be rendered more nearly safe 
under his course than ever before. 
A dispatch from Berlin says: The attack 
of neuralgia from which Bismarck is suffer­ 
ing will confine him to his bed at least a week.

W a s h in g to n , M ay 15th.—Senator Pendle­ 
ton, on behalf of the Committee on Civil 
Service and Retrenchm ent, to-day presented 
to the Senate a report in advocacy of the 
passage of the bill to regulate and improve 
the civil service of the U nited State?, re­ 
ported to the Senate on the 29th of March 
last. 
The report reviews at length the 
growth of tho Government since its founda­ 
tion, and tho effects of that growth on the 
civil service. 
Referring to what is characterized as “ the 
spoils eyetem ” and its effect on the Presi­ 
dent, it states that iustead of devoting his 
time to the great questions of statesmanship, 
he must spend most of it in weighing in the 
balance political considerations that shall de­ 
termine the claim of this friend oi that po­ 
litical supporter to the possession of some 
office or position of honor under him. 
The 
President of the Republic, as created by the 
Constitution 
in 
tho 
beginning, and the 
Chief M agistrate of tc-day, it is maintained, 
are two entirely different public functionaries. 
There has grown up such a perversion of the 
duties of the Presidential office, such a pros­ 
titution of it to ends unworthy of the great 
idea of its creation, imposing burdens so 
grievous and degrading to all the faculties 
aud 
functions 
becoming 
its 
in­ 
cumbent, 
that a change, the committee 
think?, 
has 
really 
occurred 
in 
the 
character of the Government itself, which, if 
not corrected, wid be precipitate and disas­ 
trous. 
Personal attention to the cuceidera- 
tiou which should control executive action in 
the disposition of patronage and in the selec­ 
tion of officials has become impossible, ard 
political control, : s a guide to such action, is 
fraught with demoralization aud danger to 
the republic. 
W ithout multiplying words, the committee 
says this much is patent-, that in the growth

These abuses,

The story is 
th a t of the old panel i*ame. the victim s be­ 
ing John Lyons and T. F. D ougherty, who 
were robbed of $S0, a good watch and chain 
and two silk handkerchiefs. 
H enry Lackman, a lad of IG, was sitting 
w ith his elder brother in a room at the cor­ 
ner of Sacramento street and Prospect place 
Sunday afternoon, when a pistol in the 
hands of the latter was accidentally d is­ 
charged.

H ow W eapons F irst Came to be E m' 
ployed.—T he idea of employing weapons 
for assault or defense was a logical result 
of the first contests th at took place be­ 
tw een man and man. 
In these contests the 
strongest man w ith his native weapons— 
his fists—was unconsciously the father of 
all arm s and all arm ed strength, for his 
w eaker antagonist would early seek to re­ 
store tho balance of power betw een them 
by the use of some sort of weapon. 
The 
shorter-arm ed man lengthened his striking 
power by the use of a stick, and found, 
after a time, the help its leverage and 
weight afforded him. 
The first case in 
which the chance-selected, heavy-ended 
staff or club showed th a t w eight or hard ­ 
ness had its value, was a first step tow ard 
furnishing it w ith a strong head. 
Hence 
the blow of the fist was the forerunner of 
the crushing weapon. 
In the same way the 
pointed stick became the lance or dagger ; 
and the throw n shaft, helped, as knowledge 
incrascd, by the bow or “ tbrow ing-etick,” 
was the precursor of the d art and arrow. 
The character of 
the first weapon was 
largely determ ined by the n ature of the 
m aterials from which they were derived, 
and their shape partly from th is and partly 
by copying the forms of th e weapons pos­ 
sessed by the animals th e prim itive men 
slow. 
Hence arises the general sim ilarity 
and shape of the earliest tools from ail parts 
of the world.

O fficial E tiquette.—T he appointm ent of 
M r. Chaudler to the naval portfolio has 
developed an interesting phase of W ash­ 
ington social life. 
I t will be rem em bered 
th a t when J. W ilkes Booth was shot the 
picture of a handsome lady, a reigning 
society belle, was found on his person. 
The original of the portrait was Miss Hale, 
the daughter of a leading politician and 
statesm an, and a lady of whom Booth had 
become deeply and seriously enam ored.

of the assassin of his distinguished father. 


E n g ra v e rs A la rm e d .— The increasing 
difficulty of obtaining good boxwood is 
forcing itself seriously on the attention of 
wood-engravers and all concerned in the 
art. -Wood for blocks m ust be absolutely 
first-rate of its kind, as its hardness and 
its closeness of grain affect the results to a 
rem arkable extent. 
L atterly a great deal 
of the m aterial supplied by the dealers aud 
block-m anufacturers has been suggestive 
rather of cork th an wood. 
I t is obvious 
th a t the best eDgraver in the world is thus 
rendered helpless ; for, instead of cutting 
crisply and clearly, the wood crum bles and 
breaks away before the tool. 
There is, 
indeed, some danger of the a rt beiDg 
threatened at its very foundations ; as, if 
our inform ation is correct, the box forests 
of T urkey, upon which we depend for our 
supplies, are being recklessly demolished 
w ithout any precaution being taken to 
continue them by planting new trees in 
the place of those cut down. 
This prac­ 
tice has been carried so far th a t it is a 
m atter of calculation when the resources 
now rem aining will be exhausted.—[M aga­ 
zine of A rt.

THE RED HOUSE TRADE UNION. 


The first thing of which the m ind should 
be disabused is th a t the engraver is a mere 
copyist. 
A ctually he is a translator—a 
person who on a different scale and through 
a different medium explains the painter's 
thought. 
The engraver is far more re­ 
stricted in his effects than the painter, for 
his work is in mono-chrome black, brown, 
or red or white. 
H e has, therefore, to ex­ 
press the thoughts of the painter in eolor 
w ithout the aid of color. 
I t is also his 
task to illustrate the painter’s m ethod of 
handling—to give au ideas so far as may 
be possible, of the degree of finish be im ­ 
parts to his work. 
T h at this can be done 
may be seen in the engravings after T u r­ 
ner, of which it m ay be tru th fu lly said 
th a t m any are more easily understood 
by the m ajority of spectators than the 
originals them selves. 
In this place it 
will suffice to consider the system s of en­ 
graving practiced upon copper or steel 
plates, wood engraving and lithography 
being distinctive processes more akin to 
to th a t w hat is called surface painting than 
line tngraving, b u t divided by a very nar­ 
row line from mezzo-tint. 
Of engraving 
on steel or copper to be afterw ard “ faced 
w ith steel, a greatly increasing practice, 
the highest kind is held to be line engrav­ 
ing, in which the work is executed w ith 
the burin or graver. 
The body of the 
w ork is, however, generally etched or 
“ b itten in ,” w ith aqua-fortis. 
There ar¿ 
also “ dry p o in t” engraving—by whicA 
some adm irable effects may be obtained— 
mezzo-tint aud aqua-tint. 
W hen only one 
of those system s is employed an engraving 
is oalled pure line, etching er otherwise, 
as the case m ay be. 
Thus, in pure line en­ 
graving th e effect is prodnced by hues of 
the graver alone, of various degrees of 
length, breadth, and relative closeness ; 
crossing, or cross-hatching, as it is called, 
being employed for the denser portions of 
shadows. 
This is a very slow and labori­ 
ous occupation, in m odern tim es nearly al­ 
ways supplem ented or rath er initiated by 
etching, aud at the present m om ent often 
assisted by the free em ploym ent of mezzo­ 
tin t grounds of various textures.—[All the 
Y ear Round.
